Since mid-July, maturing and 
harvest of seasonable commodities 
have followed in normal but slight- 
ly belated sequence. This includes 
Transparent and other early ap- 
ples, early plums, Mayf J 
Redbird peaches, with raspberries 
now well past harvest peak and 
bush fruits nearly all picked. Тһе 
first cantaloupes were harvested in 
Essex County July 26th, and in the 
Aldershot area on August Sth. Car- 
loading of staked tomatoes 
commencéd in the Aldershot-Bur- 
lington and Niagara areas August 
2nd-4th. A very heavy rail and

All applications are required to be in such form and 
contain such information as may be prescribed by the 
Minister and the Minister may reject an application 
that is not made in such form or that does not contain 
such information.
